DOMINION AND PROVINCES. 


CANADIAN RECIPROCITY—NOVA SCOTIA FI- 
NANCES. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 29.—Col. Amyott, 
& member of Commons, says: ‘*The Ameri- 
cans:were not children and knew what they 
wanted. If they wanted reciprocity they 
would say so. What they did want was the 
Monroe doctrine should prevail, and, there- 
fore, they would not treat with Canada while 
sheis a colony. Free trade could not be 
obtained because it will entail direct taxa- 
tion, and he could not see anything in im- 
perial federation or commercial union, and 
the country was not ready for annexa- 
tion or independence. Canada must try to be 
as independent as possible of America, and 
increase trade with England, France and 
Spain.’’

CATTLE RATES. 

MONTREAL, March 28.—A cattle rate out of 
Montreal for the opening of navigation has 
been made by one of the steamship compan- 
les which has made contracts for space at 60 
shillings. Space on some seven boats of one 
line has been taken at this figure for May and 
June. Exporters look upon this figure as 
reasonable. Three big lines have not yet 
made arate and probably will not do so until 
the opening of navigation. Canadian ex- 
porters continue their operations in the 
United States. A lot of 612 head of cattle be- 
longing to a Montreal syndicate left Chicago 
on Friday and will be shipped for Portland. 
They cost the exporters $4.50 per cwt. laid 
down in Portland. This is fully 1 cent per 
pound lower than cattle of the same quality 
mote being purchased inthe country in Uan- 
ada, 


THE EIDER FLOATED. 

LONDON, March 29.—Lacking two days, it 
was just two months ago that the North Ger- 
man Lioyd steamer Eider, bound from New 
York to Bremen, ran on the  Atherfleld 
Ledge, offthe southeastern coast of the Isle 
of Wight. Predictions were made that she 
would never float again, but Capt. Heinecke, 
her commander, never gave up hope that his 
vessel would ultimately be saved, and this 
morning his hope was realized. The wreck- 
ing steamer pulled the Eider off the ledge and 
she is now in tow, bound for Southampton. 
It will require an immense sum of money to 
repair the damage to the vessel, for not only 
is her hull damaged, but her saloon furnish- 
ings are about completely destroyed by the 
sea washing in and out of her. The company, 
however, will have her thoroughly repaired 
and it is believed that she will be shortly 
again employed in the transatlantic trade. 


NOVA SCOTIA FINANCES. 

HALIFAX, March 29.—Premier Fielding has 
made the annual financtal statements of the 
the province from which it appears that the 
total expenditures the past year was $692,- 
480, the largest item being $215.484, for educa- 
tion. The revenue was $661,541, leaving a 
balance against the province of $30,997. The 
largest items of income was $482,822 Domin- 
ce subsidy and $169,287 from mining royal- 
les. 


There was two cases of yellow fever at the 
military hospital.

MEETING OF THE RED CROSS SOCIETY—BRIEF

Rome, March 29.—At the Congress ofthe 
Red Cross Society to be held in Rome next 
month, it is announced that there will bea 
large attendance of illustrious personages, 
The imperial house of Russia will be repre- 
sented by the Grand Duke Alexanderovitz, 
second son of the Czar, and Germany will be 
represented by Prince Henry, brother of 
Emperor William.

It is also reported 
that the Ameer of Afghanistan has forbidden 
his subjects to visit the British agency with- 
out permission, and that fifty persons have 
been expelled from Afghanistan as British 
spies. 
FOREIGN SCHOOLS IN TURKEY. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, March 29.—The American 
and English Legations have been officially 
assured that the order for closing foreigners’ 
schools will be suspended. Negotiations for 
the settlement of the question continue, 
Mr. Hirsch, the American Minister, main- 
tains that under the Hatti Humaoun no per- 
mission to open schools is necessary. Sir 
Francis Ford, British Minister, it is under- 
stood will argue on the same lines to secure 
the annulment of the order. A satisfactory 
solution is expected. 


RUSSIAN ARMS IN TURKESTAN, 
Vienna, March 28.—Advices have been re- 
ceived here from Balkh to the effect that the 
Russians recently sent 6,000 disused rifies to 
Turkestan andsold them to the Turcomans 
for a mere song.

The Murderous Koulikvoskys Who Rival 
the Viennesé Stranglers. 


VIENNA, March 29.—The story which comes 
from Warsaw of the crimes committed by two 
brothers, alded by the wife of one ofthe 
men, Outdoes in atroclty the murders of the 
Snyders, the Vienna stranglers. The name 
borne by the monsters is Koulikvosky.

While he was held so he could not escape 
boiling water was poured Over his head an 
face, and the murderers then succeeded in 
strangling him. The bone was hidden be- 
neath some straw ina stable, where it was 
acapedin sty discovered before the brothers 
had had time to carry it tothe forest. The 
finding of this body led tothe discovery of 
the five other bodies in the woods and the 
arrest of the murderers.

CHASING WRECKERS 


— 


Two Desperate Attempts to Rob a Pas- 
senger Train. 


OFFICERS AFTER THE MISCREANTS 
WITH BLOODHOUNDS, 


Persistent Georgia Highwaymen — An 
‘Italian Priest Threatened With Assas- 
sination—Incendiarism Cpnfessed — 
Railroading Deeming to the Gallows— 
Eight Bad Men—Crimes. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 29.—Fearing that 
another attempt might be made to wreck the 
midnight passenger train on the L. & N. 
Rallroad near Boyles as was done Sunday 
night, a watchman was put on duty there. 
At midnight he reported three Men on horse- 
back in the fleld near by acting suspiciously. 
Immediately a posse of twenty police was 
sent from here on a_ special train. 
Five of them report while on 
a reconnoiter through a ravine 
in the dark they were fired upon by three 
mounted men. The officials returned the fire 
and the horsemen fled after fifty shots had 
been exchanged. No one was hurt. Rein- 
forcements were sent out but the supposed 
robbers escaped. The trail was taken up 
again to-day by bloodhounds and followed 
over Red Mountain. It develops that two 
men and a woman, all mounted, compose the 
gang of wreckers and robbers. They passed 


through the outskirts of the city and were 
seen. A bloody battle is expected if they are 


run down. 

The fight last night at Bert’s Gap between 
the detectives and train robbers was at close 
quarters. When the officers arrived at the 
scene they separated, andasone squad was 
peeing through the underbrush they came 
ullon the wreckers before they knew it. 
Their first intimation of their presence was 
the crack of Winchester rifles. 
dark and the firing was 
bat the officers returned it, an 
about a hundred shots were fired. Finally 
the wreckers broke cover and rode off. They 
were mounted and immediate pursuit was 
impossible. Detective Barns, with blood- 
hounds and a party of men, started in pur- 
suit at daybreak this morning. 

At midnight, Sunday last,a more .daring 
attempt to wreck the same train, at the same 
point, was made. Four cfross-ties were 

laced on a trestle, near a curve, but 

ngineer Brown saw the ob ction before 
reaching it and reversed engine. Two 
ties were knocked from the track and the 
other crushed after breaking the pilot. 

Conductor Oole and Engineer Brown got 

down to investigate, and the fagman went 
back to protect the rear of the train. When 
a hundred — back unknown parties fired 
four shots from ambush at the fagman, who 
beata hasty retreat to thetrain. Then two 
men came out of the woods towards the 
train, but the track had been cleared and the 
— pulled out in time to escape being

Detectives found where two men had hid in 
the bushes with rifles and had afterwards 
filed on two mules, Bloodhounds followed 
the trail to the outskirts of this city where it 
was lost. Train No. 4always carries much 
valuable express, andthe railroad officials 
are surs that a carefully planned attempt 
was made to wreck and rob the train. 


"A BURGHAR’S END, Yr 


DISCOVERY MADE BY WORKMEN IN AN ABAN- 
DONED BUILDING. 


STEUBENVILLE, O., March 29.—Workmen 
cleaning out acellar in the Manly Building 
about daybreak this morning were horrified 
to come across the badly decomposed 
body of a man.

FOUND—REWARD TO BE 
OFFERED. 

Mrempuis, Tenn, March 29.—The Criminal 
Court Grand-jury, after examining some fifty 
witnesses, has been unable to find indict- 
ments against any of those who engaged 
in the lynching of the jail prisoners.

CHAPLAIN KELLOGG RESIGNS. 


The Pastor of the Bethel Mission Gives 
Up His Position. 

The resignation of Dr. O. H. Kellogg, pas- 
tor of the Bethel Mission, has been accepted 
by the Board of Managers of the Bethel Mis- 
Sion Association. The event took place at 
the last meeting of the board, a week ago 


to-day, but was not made public until to-day. 
The action of the board was in consequence 
of the od aman me notoriety which attached 
to Dr. Kellogg in consequence of the suit for 
damages which was brought against him by 
James H. Guest on a charge of alleniating the 
affections of Mrs. Guest. ‘The suit resulted 
in Guest’s being non-suited. The Bethel 
Board passed resolutions exonerating Dr. 
Kellogg, but decided that it was forthe best 
interest of the society that he should retire. 

A PoOST-DISPATCH reporter called on Dr. 
Kellogg at the office of the Bethel Misston to- 
day, and the retiring pastor spoke quite free- 
ly on the matter, 

**My resignation has been accepted,’’ said 
he, ‘‘totake effect Aprill. When Mr. Guest 
first began to talk and couple 
my name with that of Mrs. Guest in the 
hewspapers, Itendered my resignation, I 
was on my summer vacation at the time and 
telegraphed my resignation. When I re- 
turred I renewed it. The  resigna- 
tion was tabled by the board, after 
an investigation, and on the same 
evidence that was introduced at the trial. 
Mr. Guest did notappear before the board, 
but he appeared before three members of the 
board with his attorney and gave the same 
testimony that he did at the trial. 

**Il regard the decision as a vindication and 
so does the board, but the matter gave rise to 
antagonism in another quarter. When I 
took charge of the Bethel there was a Ladies’ 
Ald Society in the mission. The Board of 
Managers of the Ladies’ Association 
Wished to have authority exclusive of 
the managers of the Bethel. That is an as- 
sociation within an association. I main- 
tained my position as chaplain of the Bethel 
Association to have exclusive control. This 
aroused antagonism among the ladies and 
they withdrew last November. 

**Now while there is nothing but the most 
courteous feelingson the part of the board, 
the question arose, as to whether it would 
not affect the finances for me to remain. 
It was alla question of finances. The board 
thought it was best that I should not remain, 
and I thought so too. 

‘‘In givingup my mission work I have no 
regrets for myself. It is the public that 
I am thoughtful for. I would 
like to have the facts go before the public as 
they are. There was no evidence to show 
any improper relations between Mrs. Guest 
and myself. I acted as my judgment 
dictated in the matter and as 
my conscience dictated. I shall also 
resign from the secretaryship of the Asso- 
clated Charitable Workers’ Association. I 
don’t know what I shalldoyet. Ishallre- 
tire from the mission fieid. I have had sev- 
eo an offers and may remain in St. 

ouis.’’

Frank Tessen Cannot Aceount for the 
Loss of His Cash. 


HE HAD $200 IN A BELT THE DAY HE 
: WAS SHOT. 


The Latest Feature in the Mysterious 
Case of the Man Who Is Dying at the 
Hospital From a Bullet in His Brain— 
A Case of Infanticide—Other Police 
News. 


Future developments may prove the truth 
of Frank Tessen’s repeated statements that 
he did not shoot himself and make out a case 
of highway robbery in Forest Park. The 
foundation for this theory is the assertion of 
Tesson to-day that he had at least $200 up 
to the very day of his misfortune, while the 
city authorities hold in trust forhim only 
$2.20. Dr. Heine Marks, the Superintendent 
of the City Hospital, tried speaking German 
to Tessen to-day and soon found that the 
wounded man was an excellent German 
scholar, In the conversation Tessen told the 
doctor with great power of. reflection the 
story Of his advent from his home in White- 
water, Wis. His own brothers, John and 
Charles, and his step-brother, Thomas, 
live there. Frank, the man in 
the hospital, made a settlement 
with his brother John and received between 
$200 and $300 for his share of their common 
possessions. This money he placed in a 
leather belt, which he fastened securely 
about his waist. John Tessen, to whom 
Frank is much attached, ridiculed his exces- 
sive care to guard his wealth, but Frank an- 
swered that there is no knowing what dan- 
gers lurk in the path of travelers. 

The important part of Tesson’s statement 
to-day Was that-on the afternoon of the day 
on which he was injured he told Dr. Marks 
that he had in his belt at that time a $100 bill, 
a $50 DILL, a $10 Dill, a $5 Dill and $1 in small 
coin. ow Ida West, the, woman 
with whom  Tesson spent the aft- 
ernoon of the day he was shot, says that 
Tessen gave her $5 to change. It is very 
probable that Tessen used this money for 
current expenses and placed it in his vest 
pocket or in his trousers pocket for that pur- 
pose and did not return the handful of silver 
to his belt. If Tessen was robbed in Forest

The subsequent events lend an air of truth 
to this phase ofthe story. Ida West alleges 
that Tessen promised to return that night, 
but failedtodoso. His failure was dueto 
his mishap in Forest Park. If he meditated 
self-destruction he would scarcely have made 
that nroraise, 

Dr. MarkS has questioned Tessen _ re- 
peatediy about his adventure in For- 
est Park, and the man has 
answered on each occasion that he had been 
there, but he does not remember any of his 
experiences in the park. Dr. Marks told him 
of the small sum of money which was found 
in his pockets. Tesson was surprised and 
anxiously asked where was his belt. No belt 
was found. 

Dr. Marksin his conversation in German 
with the injured man asked him to spell 
hisname. He spelled it Tessen. 

Avery curious feature of the case is his pe- 
culiar notion asto his present location. He 
labors under a hallucination that he is Chi- 
cago. He does not fancy that he rode inthe 
railroad cars; he is positive about his visit to 
Forest Park, but still believes he is in Chi- 
cago. Of course he cannot explain how he 
got there.

Supposed Case of Infanticide. 
Justice Noerper of Luxemburg was notified 
by the officials at Jefferson Barracks about 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon that a body of an 
infant probably 5 days old was found on 


the river Dank opposite the maga- 
zine department of Jefferson Barracks. 
Justice Noerper immediately set about im- 
paneling a jury and drove out to the reserva- 
tion to hold an inquest. The only witness 
was a soldier named Montanas, belonging to 
Company B. Montanas testified that while 
walking alongthe levee yesterday afternoon 
about 3 o’clock, he saw four women grouped 
together watching the water. One of the 
women, apparently 50 years of age,’hada bas- 
keton herarm. The quartette were poorly 
dressed. When he came up to them the 
women ran toward the raiiroad track and 
said: ‘*‘There is a little baby lying there 
dead.’’ Montanas looked at the women iong 
enough to be able to give a good description 
ofthem. He then went down to the bank 
and saw the child. He pickeditup, but life 
was extinct and it seemed to him, he 
said, as though it had been in the 
water only a few short minutes, 
The Barracks officials were at once notified 
and in turn they notified Justice Christian 
Noerper. The jury, after hearing this testi- 
mony, arrived at the conclusion that it was 
a case of infanticide and ordered the Justice 
to have the women apprehended. The jjury 
decided it best. not to hold an inquest until 
the women were found, and adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of ‘Squire Noerper. tThe 
women reside in Carondelet, and Police 
Captain Sam Boyd and Justice Noerper are 
now engaged searching for their where- 
abouts.

CITY HALL NEWS. 


Meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments—Notes. 


The Board of Public Improvement’s meet- 
ing was enlivened this merning by a tilt be- 
tween the two rival electric light companies. 
The Missourl, company has a line of poles 
running up Gratiot street which were muchly 
coveted by the Municipal company, 
as their works are on Gratiot 
and Nineteenth streets, and they 


have heavy lines of wires running out on 
Ninteenth and Twentieth streets. The Muni- 
cipal company asked permission to replace 
the Missouri’s poies on Gratiot, 
from Eighteenth to Twenty-second streets. 
Manager Ayres and Secretary George 
Kelley did the talking for the Muncipal Co. 
and President W. L. G. B Allen, and Man- 
ager Pike did the talking for the 
Missourl Co. Mr. Ayres said the Mis- 
sourl’s were keeping a line of 
poles with no wires strung on them, simply 
to hold the right of way and force the 
Municipal intO an agreement to allow them 
to string their wires on poles in other parts 
of the city. The Municipal were entitied 
to the right of way, and the owner- 
ship of them, Mr. Ayres said, through their 
franchise from the city and they needed 
them, as they were running 150 lines of wires 
out on the Nineteenth street circuit, 

Mr. Pike argued that the 
ipal Co. were not entitled to the 
poles, as they had acknowledged 
the Missour!’s ownership by making a propo- 
sition to them for free rentalof the poles in 
exchange for like privileges to the Missour!i’s 
elsewhere. The matter was referred tothe 
Lighting Committee. who considered it after 
the meeting was over. The Municipal Co got 
what they wanted. 

Park Commissioner Fechter was anxious 
that the Davis Boat & Oar Co. should get the 
boating privileges at Forest and Benton Parks 
during the coming summer, as. they 
have the reputation for doing the 
tning in fine style, but under 
the law he was obliged to award the privi- 
leges to the highest bidder, H. Loring & Co.. 
who offered the city 30% percent of their 
gross receipts. 

Dates were set to receive bids for sprink- 
ling Forest Park boulevard from Boyle ave- 
nue to King’s highway, and for hearing ob- 
jections to erecting electric light poles on 
downtown streets.

Music in the Parks. 


There is great danger that the bill for music 
in the public parks this summer will be de- 
clared invalid. In passing the measure the 
Council committee took a copy of last year’s 
ordinance providing for music in the parks 
from June ito Oct. 1, 1891, and inserted the 
words ‘‘and every year thereafter.’’ The 
date 1891 was not corrected. The ordinance 
which was introduced and passed this year 
of our Lord 1892 provides for music in the city 
parks last summer. It Is thought that this 
piece of neglect on behalf of the city’s law 
makers may invalidate the bill and render it 
inaperaises. The only thing that will save it 
will be an opinion from City Counselor Mar- 
shall that the clause ‘‘and every year there- 
after’’ isa savingone. It is almost too late 
to push another ordinance through the As- 
sembly, and if the present legislative misfit 
is pronounced {illegal there will be no brass 
band to attract crowds to the parks during 
the ensuing summer.

Salvini’s Artistic Triumphs in Romantic 
Dramas—**The Tar and Tartar’’ Scores 
a Popular Success—‘‘Faust’’ and Other 
Plays on the Local Stages. 


The romantic drama is in no danger of. 
burial while young Salvini retains the vigor 
and charm of youthful manhood, It must be 
confessed that no figure onthe stage to-day 
can be called to mind who possesses so per- 
fect a combination of qualities to fill the ideal 
of romantic acting. To the common essen- 
tials—youth, robust physique, voice and per- 
sonal attractiveness—which make the roman- 
tic figure, he adds the uncommon attributes— 
fine intelligence, fidelity and enthusiasm— 
which'constitute the artist. Andthe gift of 
magnetism governs them all. 

The ‘‘Don Caesar de Bazan’’ which Mr. 
Salvini brought to the Olympic Sunday night 
had the breath of life infused intoit. It was 
a real Don Cesar clothed with the outward 
torm ana invested withthe inward spirit of 
the man. Mr. Salvini has that rare power of 
erasing both his own identity and all 
consciousness of it which enables him 
to rather than to act his part. 
The character was wrought out with the in- 
telligence of the student and limned with the 
deftness of the artist, yet there was not a 
trace ofthe conscious work of either in the 
result. One may prefera somewhat different 
conception of Don Cesar, one, for instance, 
in which there is a littie more suggestion of 
the noble in the swaggerer, but it is im- 
possible to deny that Salvini’s conception is 


} warranted bythe lines or to refuse to give 


him credit for absolute fidelity to his con- 
ception. Not a detall is neglected and his 
coloring was at once ingenious yet delicate, 
and although his work was marked by enthu- 
Silastic spirit it was carefully shaded. It isa 
high proof of his artistic inspiration that 
with his vivid realism he still preserves the 
elevating grace of idealism. 

It is hardly possible todo more than treat 
his work appreciatively. It is the work of an 
intelligent and earnest artist. 

Itis difficult for selena Fetter to free her- 
self from a heaviness of method which mars 
her lighter and overshades her serious work, 
but she must be credited withan earnest 
effort as Maritano, although not exactly fitted 
to the part, which gained fair success. An- 
other conscientious piece of work was the 
Lazarillo of Maud Dixon. The cast otherwise 
was only moderately satisfactory. 

In D’ Artagnan of*‘ The Three Guardsman,’’ 
the qualities which made Don Cesar a tri- 
umph were again contributary to a brilliant 
result.* One noticeable feature of both of 
these impersonations, which are not alto. 
gether agreeable to the Anglo-Saxon ideal of 
the hero, is the lack of repose, the constant 
effervescence of changing emotions. This, 
to be sure, is characteristic of the Latin

He Paes his conception, however, with rare 
skiliand high ardor. The power of character 
delineation, the intelligence and the fire of 
the artist were finely shown in D’ Artagnan. 

The company was strengthened by the 
addition of William Redmond, an able actor, 
who played the part of Athos, and the organ- 
ization was seen to better advantage in the 
Dumas play than in ‘‘Don Ce@sar.’’ Both 
plays were given adequate and handsome 
staging, which was a welcome change from 
the shabby treatment usually accorded such 
revivals.

Sueh enthusiasm as has 
greeted his *‘Don Cesar’’ and ‘‘D’ Artag- 
nan’’ has rarely been seen when the estab- 
lished favorites, the acknowledged geniuses 
of the stage have done their best. Several 
recalls after every act of each play were 
the rule.

The Informal Club Discusses the City’s 
Fall Festival. 


When the rattle of Knives and forks began 
to die away in the Mercantile Club dining 
room last night, Judge Amos Thayer, the 
Chairman for the evening of the Informal 
Club, rose in his seat and hammered on the 
table in front of him witha saltcellar, which 
was the nearest gavel at hand. 

**We are here to decide to-night whether or 
not the autumnal festivities benefit 
St. Louis,’’ he announced, as the 
waiters began passing around cl- 
gars, the ‘guests disposed themselves 


in comfortable cross-legged attitudes about 
their tables, and the slow eaters swallowed 
their last mouthfuls of steak and pushed 
their coffee cups away from them, convert- 
ing the saucers into ashtrays. ‘‘Perhaps it 
would be better to say that we are met to 
discuss this question. Mr. Kennard, the 
President of the Autumnal Festivities Asso- 
ciation, will open the debate.’’ 

Mr. Sam Kennard ‘made an _ée enthusi- 
astic speech to show that St. Louls 
was greatly benefited in dollars and 
cents by attracting the crowds 
drawn here by the illuminations and parade. 
The work for the festivities had directly re- 
sulted in the movement for the building of a 
$1,000,000 hotel. ‘*‘Work will be begun on that 
hotel within thirty days,’’ Mr. Kennard said, 
Closing. 

Mr. R. W. Moore said that St. Louis was too 
great a city to resort to such puerile methods 
of advertising. Whenever he thoughtof it 
he was reminded of a Christmas gift he once 
made his son, alittle fellow of much self- 
esteem. They put a jumping jack into his 
stocking, and when he saw it the next morn- 
ing his dignity was hurt. ‘‘Papa,’’ said he, 
with a grieved lip, ‘‘is this all the bigger I 
a@am/?’’ 

Supt. Frank Gatiennie of the Exposition 
made a flery speech for the festivities, which 
he claimed had worked wonders for the busi- 
ness of the city. 

School Director William E. Fisse thought 
the festivities were an undignified and useless 
way of advertising the city, and the plan of 
advertising a bonus fora hotel brought St. 
Louis into contempt abroad. If St. Louis 
really needed a hotel it should be built b 
home capital. 

FACTS ABOUT THE FESTIVITIES. 

Mr. Goodman King,chairman of the Bureau 
of Information, followed Mr. Fisse with a 
very able resume of the work done by his 
committee. Starting out with a reminder of 
the fact that. the value of real estate, the 
basisof all material wealth, is regulated by 
the population and the numberof persons 
visiting the city in whichit is situated, he 
went on to point out the immense advantage 
Paris had derived from its general attractive- 
ness. Passing from this he said: 

**The more people that dwell in our city, 
and the greater the number of tourists who 
visit us, either for business or pleasure, the 
greater wili be the value of our real estate, 
which will carry with it the greater values in 
every department of merchandising, manu- 
facturing and-all the other material evi- 
dences of concentrated wealth.

Mr. Minor Meriwether said that the 
city could not do without the festivities, and 
Mr. J. H. Townsend replied to Mr. Oyler’s 
assertion that the railways claimed they made 
no money bringing people to St. Louis with 
the cheap rates. ‘‘It is fair to suppose,’’ said 
Mr. Townsend, ‘‘that the railways wouldn’t 
carry people for haif-fare if they made no 
money doing it.’’ 

CULTURE INSTEAD OF FIREWORKS. 

F. M. Crunden, Superintendent of the Pub- 
lic Library, said that thecity would be much 
more benefited by establishing permanent at- 
tractions than by spending thousands on 
rockets and spitting devils and pin wheels. 
Enough money had gone into fireworks to es- 
tablish a museum of fine arts ora freeli- 
brary. 

Conde B. Pallen, the critic and director of 
the Marquette Club, declared that 
the city would derive more last- 
ing  gvod from the foundin of a 
musicians’ fund than continuing the festivi- 
ties. Mr. George D. Markham heartily in- 
dorsed this idea. Both gentlemen had in 
mind the plan to establish an orchestra of 
excellent musicians here, to be to 8t.
